EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

• In claim 1 , line 3, "a metal flange as press fitted" has been changed to - - a

• In claim 2, line 3, "a metal flange as press fitted" has been changed to - - a 
metal flange press fitted- - 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed "and that the fit section 
surface of said larger diameter section before being press fitted has an 
uneven shape such that a maximum roughness Ry due to a 
circumferential groove formed by cutting processing is from 25 urn to 70 
urn" in combination with the remaining claim elements as set forth in 
claims 1, 3-8, 10, and 12-24. 

• Prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed "the fit section surface 
of the opening end section inner surface of said cylindrical metal base 
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body before being press fitted has an uneven shape such that a maximum 
roughness Ry due to a circumferential groove formed by cutting 
processing is from 25 urn to 70 urn" in combination with the remaining 
claim elements as set forth in claim 2. 

• Prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed "cylindrical metal base 
body is made of a carbon steel tube containing not more than 0.25% by 
weight of carbon, not more than 0.30% by weight of silicon and not more 
than 0.85% by weight of manganese, respectively" in combination with the 
remaining claim elements as set forth in claim 9. 

• Prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed "cylindrical metal base 
body is made of an STKM11 A carbon steel tube (J IS G3445)" in 
combination with the remaining claim elements as set forth in claim 1 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

• Yamada et al. (5,842,962) teach a cylindrical body with flanges press fit 
into a base body and teaches a particular straightness thereof desired; 
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however, the reference fails to teach the critical allowable features of the 
independent claims. 

• Goseki et al. (6,1 22,473) teaches a developing roller with a particular 
desirable straightness and deflection amount; however, the reference fails 
to teach the critical allowable features of the independent claims. 

• Narita et al. (5,970,294) teaches a developing roller body with flanges 
press fit therein; however, the reference fails to teach the critical allowable 
features of the independent claims. 

• Fuma et al. (6,438,841 ) teach a developing roller body with flanges press 
fit therein and the flanges have ridges on an outer circumference of the 
press-fit portion; however, the reference fails to teach the ridges creating a 
roughness within the critical range.
